The   Selectmen  and  the  Fire  Wards  have  unanimously 
agreed  that  this  is  the  year  we  should  purchase  a  new  fire 
truck  using   Revenue   Sharing  Funds.  This  means  that  no 
local  tax  funds  will  need  to  be  raised  for  this  purchase. 

The  pictures  on  the  front  cover  show  a  Ward  LaFrance 
Stock  Model  on  a  Ford  Chassis.  This  is  an  Underwriters 
approved  1000  gallon  per  minute  triple  combination  pumper. 
It  will  carry  750  gallons  of  water,  2  one-inch  booster  reels  of 
250  feet  length  each,  standard  hose  bay  plus  all  other 
standard  National  Fire  Protection  Association  equipment. 

The  continuance  of  Insurance  Services  approval  for  the 
South  end  of  Town  will  depend  upon  the  purchase  of  this 
piece  of  fire  fighting  equipment. 

Because  of  its  water  tank  capacity  and  pumping  ability 
it  will  be  used  for  initial  fire  attack  enabling  the  back  up 
trucks  to  lay  hose  and  set  up  pumps  to  distant  water 
supplies.

The  trustees  shall  an- 
nually appoint  a  cemetery  sexton  and  define  his  duties. 

B.  Cemetery  plots:  Sales,  etc.  —  Minimum  plot  size 
is  10'  X  10'  and  sells  for  $125.00  ($35.00  for  the  lot  and 
$90.00   for   perpetual   care)   and  which  provides  for  three 
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graves.  Next  size  plot  is  10'  x  20'  and  sells  for  $200.00 
($50.00  for  the  plot  and  $150.00  for  perpetual  care). 
Larger  plots  can  be  obtained  by  joining  10'  x  20'  lots. 

Plots  will  be  sold  by  designated  numbers  as  shown  on 
the  official  map  of  the  cemetery. 

Deeds  for  plots  sold  shall  be  issued  by  the  Town,  and 
recorded  by  the  Town  at  the  Register  of  Deeds  office  in 
Exeter.  All  plots  sold  since  July  1st,  1966  include  perpetual 
care. 

C.  Graves:  Grave  preparation  shall  be  the  financial  re- 
sponsibility of  the  plot  owner  and  shall  be  performed  by  the 
Town  Cemetery  Sexton  or  by  others  approved  by  the  Trus- 
tees. All  graves  shall  be  prpvided  with  either  concrete  vaults 
or  concrete  grave  liners  at  the  option  of  the  owner  of  the 
plot  unless  waived  by  the  Trustees. 

D.  Cemetery  plots:  layout,  etc.  —  Plots  should  be 
kept  level  with  the  adjoining  plots  to  maintain  a  park  like 
appearance.  One  medium  size  monument  to  a  plot  is  suffi- 
cient and  should  be  placed  in  the  center  of  the  back  line  so 
as  to  avoid  using  up  grave  space.  Stone  corner  markers  are 
desirable  so  as  to  permanently  locate  the  bound  of  the  lot 
and  must  be  set  not  over  1"  above  the  ground  level.  Stone 
grave  markers  are  also  desirable  and  should  be  set  along  the 
front  line  of  the  plot  and  must  also  be  not  more  than  1" 
above  the  ground  level.  The  Town  places  a  temporary  1"x2" 
concrete  block  grave  marker,  at  the  burial,  so  as  to  indicate 
where  the  permanent  one  should  be  placed.  No  curbing, 
fences  or  gravel  paths  are  allowed.  The  location  of  all  monu- 
ments, corner  markers  and  grave  markers  must  be  established 
by  the  Town's  representative  before  being  placed  to  avoid 
encroaching  on  adjoining  plots. 

E.  Trees  &  Shrubs:  Only  small  evergreen  trees  may  be 
planted  and  must  be  kept  trimmed. 

F.  The  Trustees  reserve  the  right  to  remove  any 
infringement  of  the  above  regulations. 

All  vehicular  travel  within  cemeteries  must  be  con- 
fined to  the  roads  and  under  no  circumstances  can  any  part 
of  the  cemetery  property  be  used  as  a  playground. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  only  by  the  Town. 
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17.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Kingston,  pursuant  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board,  will  vote  to  amend 
ARTICLE  2a,  of  the  Ordinance  for  the  Protection  and  Direc- 
tion for  the  use  of  land  in  the  Town  of  Kingston,  New  Hamp- 
shire, adopted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  March 
14,  1963,  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: 

"ARTICLE  2a:  Every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum 
frontage  of  200  (two  hundred)  feet  and  shall  contain  a 
minimum  area  of  80,000  (eighty  thousand)  square  feet." 
(Said  article  to  be  voted  by  ballot.) 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Kingston,  pursuant  to  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Planning  Board,  will  vote  to  amend 
ARTICLE  I!  C  and  ARTICLE  VI,  of  the  Ordinance  for  the 
Protection  and  Direction  for  the  use  of  land  in  the  Town  of 
Kingston,  New  Hampshire,  adopted  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  March  14,  1963,  as  follows: 

1.  Amend  Article  II  C  by  striking  out  Article  II  C  in  its 
entirety  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following:  "C.  Every 
building  lot  shall  have  no  more  than  one  single  family  or 
one  two-family  dwelling  thereon." 

2.  Amend  Article  VI  by  striking  out  Article  VI  in  its  en- 
tirety and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following:  "A.  This  or- 
dinance does  not  affect  in  any  way  any  dwellings,  buildings^ 
mobile  homes  or  house  trailers,  now  legally  under  construc- 
tion in  the  Town  of  Kingston."  "B.  This  ordinance  does  not 
affect  any  recroded  lots  that  are  legally  existing,  except  that 
no  more  than  one  single  family  or  one  two-family  dwelling 
may  be  built  thereon."  (Said  Article  to  be  voted  by  ballot.) 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  allow  the  Selectmen  to  use  the 
Grace  Daley  property  for  Town  Offices,  including  storage  for 
the  Town  Museum.

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:35  p.m.  by  the  Modera- 
tor, Richard  L.  Russman,  who  welcomed  everyone.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Peter  Noel  Knost,  First  Congregation- 
al Church.  The  Moderator  introduced  the  Town  Clerk  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  welcomed  all  the  new  voters 
and  asked  them  to  stand.  He  asked  that  any  non-voters  not 
vote  on  any  issue.  He  announced  the  results  of  the  balloting 
from  the  previous  day. 
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Donald  H.  Clerk,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
presented  a  Citation  Award  to  J.  Albert    Becotte,  who  will 
later  present  it  to  Alfred  Peter   Chamberlain.    The  following 
is  a  copy  of  the  Award:

The   Moderator   appointed    the   following  to  serve  on 
the    Finance   Committee  for  a  three  year  term:    Lawrence 
Smith,  Jr.,   Frank  V.  Morgan,  Donald  E.  Day  and  Emil  B. 
Swanson.    He   again   explained   briefly  the  function  of  the 
Finance  Committee.    It  was  announced  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  have  appointed  Mrs.  Linda  Roberts  to  the  Planning 
Board. 

ARTICLE  2  —  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$201 ,348.36  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  3  —  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  in 
anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year 
and  to  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes,  the 
aforesaid  notes  to  be  paid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes 
collected  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  4  —  It  was  voted  to  set  a  maximum  salary  for  the 
Road  Agent  of  $8,000.00  and  a  maximum  salary  for  the 
Assistant  Road  Agent  of  $7,000.00. 

ARTICLE  5  -  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $25,000.00  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  Highway  Shed  to  be  located  on  Bart- 
lett  Street.  (Present  shed  to  be  torn  down).  An  amendment 
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was  then  made  to  add:  "For  the  demolition  of  existing  build- 
ing and  the  construction  of  a  new  building",  and  this  amend- 
ment was  defeated  on  a  voice  vote.  Then,  upon  returning  to 
the  main  motion,  after  a  lot  of  discussion  pro  and  con,  it 
was  also  defeated  on  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  6  —  It  was  voted  to  join  the  Southern  Rockingham 
Regional  Planning  District  Commission  which  now  includes 
Atkinson,  Hampstead,  Plaistow,  Salem  and  Windham,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sumi  not  exceeding  $2,200.00  to 
meet  its  share  of  annual  expenses  in  1972,  as  assessed  by 
the  Commission  on  a  per  capita  basis. 

ARTICLE  7  —  It  was  voted  to  adopt  a  new  Town  Map  to 
replace  the  Map  adopted  under  Article  1  5  of  the  1956  Town 
Meeting.  The  new  Map  will  be  the  "Road  Conditions  Map" 
as  submitted  with  the  Klunder  Report  of  1966  and  posted 
in  the  Town  Hall  since  February  1,  1972,  with  the  streets 
subsequently  approved  added  thereto.  Street  names  shown 
on  the  new  map  shall  hereafter  be  the  official  names  except 
as  changed  by  vote  of  the  Town  under  this  Article  or  sub- 
sequently. An  amendment  was  made  and  passed  that  Brent- 
wood Road  be  changed  to  "Little  River  Road  West". 

ARTICLE  8  —  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  for  the  purchase  of 
a  new  Class  A.  Triple  Combination  Fire  Truck.  A  motion 
to  vote  by  secret  ballot  on  this  article  was  defeated.  After 
a  discussion,  the  Article  was  defeated  on  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  9  —  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  Town  establish  the  office  of  Permanent  Police  Officer 
and  set  the  annual  salary  at  $7,000.00.  For  1972  amount  to 
be  raised  and  appropriated  to  be  $4,336.00  to  go  along  with 
the  $2,318.00  remaining  from  the  Crime  Commission  money 
received.  Permanent  Police  Officer  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen.  Then  an  amendment  was  made  that  the  Perma- 
nent Police  Officer  to  be  the  Chief  of  Police  orhis  appointee 
(thereby  deleting  the  last  sentence  of  the  original  motion.) 
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Another  amendment  followed  and  was  passed,  stating  that 
the  Permanent  Police  Officer  shall  be  the  Chief  of  Police. 
Then  returning  to  the  main  motion,  it  was  passed  with  the 
original  last  sentence  deleted  and  the  amendment  substituted, 
on  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  10  —  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1600.00  to  be  used  by  the  Town  Recreation  Commission. 
$1,000.00  for  a  Summer  Recreation  Program  and  $600.00 
for  a  part-time  program  throughout  the  year.  This  would 
include  a  salary  for  a  Director. 

ARTICLE  11  —  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $750.00  to  be  used  by  the  Kingston  Historical 
Museum  Committee.  $500.00  to  be  used  for  a  heating  sys- 
tem; $200.00  for  utilites;  $50.00  for  office  supplies. 

ARTICLE  12  —  Article  relative  to  the  appointment  of  a 
Building  Inspector  was  postponed  indefinitely  until  definite 
codes  are  established. 

ARTICLE  13  —  This  Article  relative  to  limiting  the  number 
of  Mobile  Home  Permits  to  five  per  year  and  only  to  that 
area  of  the  township  east  of  Route  125  and  South  of  Route 
107,  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Moderator  and  it  was  pas- 
sed over.  The  Moderator  announced  that  Town  Counsel  had 
advised  that  this  article  was  invalid  as  it  discriminates  and 
would  be  unenforceable. 

ARTICLE  14  —  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  Seacoast  Regional 
Counseling  Center  located  at  the  Exeter  Clinic,  Exeter,  N.H. 
(This  replaces  the  Salem  Mental  Health  Clinic.) 

ARTICLE  15  —  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  to  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  Post  No.  1088,  all  rights  held  by  the  Town  in 
a  parcel  of  land  formerly  known  as  the  Hartford  property 
located  on  the  North  Danville  Road,  for  the  sum  of  one 
dollar.  (All  costs  of  surveying,  if  necessary,  and  deed  trans- 
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ferring  are  to  be  borne  by  the  V.F.W.,  Post  No.  1088.)  Then 
an  amendment  was  made  and  passed  —  as  follows:  the  trans- 
fer of  the  property  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Water 
Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Commission  for  building  pur- 
poses. Another  amendment  was  made  AND  DEFEATED  —if 
they  do  vote  to  give  land  to  V.F.W.  that  Town  retain  enough 
land  to  straighten  corner  on  North  Danville  Road.  Then  re- 
turning to  the  main  motion,  as  now  amended,  it  was  passed 
on  a  hand  vote  —  Ve^  1'^2  No  100  (The  Moderator  appoin- 
ted Dwight  Killam,  Jr.,  David  G.  Conant,  Frank  V.  Morgan, 
and  Alden  D.  Sanborn  as  tellers  to  assist  with  the  hand  counts.) 

ARTICLE  16  —  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $602.36  and  the  State  of  N.H.  will  contribute 
$4,015.70  for  Class  IV  &  V  Highways  under  the  provisions 
of  the  T.R.A. 

ARTICLE  17  -  It  was  voted  to  Table  this  Article  and  take 
it  up  with  Article  22. 

ARTICLE  18  —  It  was  voted  to  pass  over  this  article  as  the 
property  is  not  suitable  for  building  purposes.  (Day  Care 
Center) 

ARTICLE  19  —  It  was  voted  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  be 
paid  30  cents  for  each  Resident  Tax  Collected.  (This  money 
is  part  of  amount  retained  by  Town  before  remittance  is 
made  to  the  State  of  N.H.  and  would  be  divided  equally 
among  the  three  Selectmen  —  similar  to  previous  arrange- 
ment on  State  Head  Taxes.) 

ARTICLE  19A  -  Voted  on  Ballot  Previous  Day 

ARTICLE  20  -  Voted  on  Ballot  Previous  Day 

ARTICLE  21  —  Constitutional  Amendment  Results  on  Bal- 
lot were:

62  no  vote  and  15  not  returned  Total  Ballots  cast  1 135. 

ARTICLE  22  —  It  was  voted  that  Article  17  be  postponed 
indefinitely,   after  the  question  was  called  for  on  a  voice 
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vote  —  which   stops  all   discussion. 

A  motion  that  the  expenses  of  this  subsurfacing  be  borne 
by  the  Contractor  who  made  the  profit,  was  ruled  out  of 
order  by  the  Moderator  as  this  meeting  can  make  no  legal 
obligations  on  anyone. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  accept 
Lucien  Avenue,  Clement  Avenue  and  Clement  Avenue  Ex- 
tension and  appropriate  $2,558.00  to  subsurface  these  aven- 
ues, whereupon  an  amendment  was  made  and  passed  (after 
the  question  was  called  for  on  a  voice  vote),  that  the  Town 
accept  these  roads  when  they  are  up  to  the  standards  of 
regulations  set  forth  by  the  Town. 

Then  the  question  was  called  for  on  the  main  article 
on  a  voice  vote,  and  it  was  passed  thus:  It  was  voted  that 
the  Town  accept  Lucien  Avenue,  Clement  Avenue  and  Cle- 
ment Avenue  Extension  when  they  are  up  to  the  standards 
set  forth  by  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  23  —  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise 
and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  any  of  its  available  funds 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,600.00  for  the  purpose  of 
compensating  the  Chief  of  Police  for  duties  performed  as 
said  Chief  of  Police,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 
After  a  pro  and  con  discussion,  the  petitioner  decided  that 
he  should  withdraw  the  motion,  but  the  Moderator  ruled 
that  a  vote  would  still  have  to  be  taken,  whereupon  the 
Article  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  24  —  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the 
term  of  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police  be  changed  from  the  cur- 
rent term  of  one  year  to  a  term  of  three  years,  so  that  hence- 
forth, commencing  with  the  1973  term,  the  term  of  office  of 
said  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  for  a  period  of  three  years.  An 
Amendment  that  we  accept  this  article  subject  to  the  approv- 
al of  the  Attorney  General  was  defeated.  The  Moderator 
pointed  out  that  there  is  a  question  in  Raymond  on  the 
legality  of  their  Police  Chief  having  been  elected  for  three 
years  last  year. 
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Then  the  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  Main  Motion, 
and  after  the  voice  vote  was  indefinite,  he  called  for  a  hand 
vote,  which  resulted  in  Yes  122  and  No  117. 

The  Moderator  then  stated  that  he  would  entertain  a 
motion  to  have  a  written  ballot  on  this  article  due  to  the 
close  vote.  A  motion  was  made  to  have  a  secret  ballot,  but 
was  defeated  on  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  25  —  It  was  voted  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  an 
Ordinance  relative  to  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  during 
periods  of  a  snow  fall  emergency  and  the  towing  of  illegally 
parked  motor  vehicles,  as  follows:  (1)  No  person  shall  park 
or  allow  to  remain  parked  on  any  public  street  or  public 
parking  lot  within  the  Town  of  Kingston  any  motor  vehicle 
owned  or  controlled  by  him  during  periods  of  snow  fall 
emergency.  (2)  A  snow  fall  emergency  may  be  declared  by 
either  the  Chief  of  Police  or  the  Selectmen,  when  necessary 
in  their  opinions  to  prevent  interference  with  snow  removal 
activities.  (3)  Any  motor  vehicle  parked  in  violation  of  this 
Ordinance  may  be  towed  away  at  the  owner's  expense. 

ARTICLE  26  —  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  to  adjoining  landowners,  that  portion  of  real  estate  sit- 
uated on  the  westerly  side  of  Route  125  in  the  Bayberry 
Pond  Area,  and  which  is  more  particularly  described  as  that 
portion  of  real  estate  abandoned  by  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire between  the  old  and  new  Route  125  in  the  Bayberry 
Pond  Area  —  all  costs  of  surveying,  etc.,  to  be  borne  by  the 
purchasers.  (This  was  article  as  amended  and  as  passed.) 

ARTICLE  27  -  It  was  voted  (after  the  question  was  called 
for  on  a  voice  vote)  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
purchase  the  Grace  C.  Daley  property  adjacent  to  the  Town 
Hall  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $20,000.00.  Any  remaining 
money  to  be  used  for  repairs. 

ARTICLE  28  -  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  Tax  Deeded  Property  at  Public  Auction. 
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ARTICLE  29  -  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  Auditors'  Report 
and  the  Town  Report  as  printed,  with  corrections. 

ARTICLE  30  -  It  was  voted  to  adjourn  at  11:10  p.m.

ZONING  ORDINANCE 
Voted  by  Ballot  March  1,  1972 

YES  527  NO  484 

ARTICLE  1  -PURPOSE 

A.  This  Ordinance  adopted  in  accordance  with  New 
Hampshire  R.S.A.  31:60—89,  as  amended,  is  designed  to  en- 
courage the  most  appropriate  use  of  land  throughout  the 
Town,  to  promote  a  wholesome  home  environment,  to  pre- 
serve the  rural  character  of  the  Town  while  permitting  reason- 
able growth  and  conserving  natural  resources. 
ARTICLE  2 -DISTRICTS 

A.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Town  of 
Kingston  is  hereby  divided  into  the  following  districts,  as 
shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and 
dated  January  31,  1972. 

1.  Historic  District 

2.  Single  Family  Residential  District 

3.  Rural  Residential  District 
ARTICLE  3  -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

A.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  in  any  district  shall 
permit  fire  or  other  ruins  to  be  left  abandoned  but  shall  re- 
move the  same  and  refill  to  ground  level  within  one  year;  or 
restore  or  replace  the  damaged  structures. 

B.  No  new  pit  for  removal  and  sale  of  sand,  gravel  stone 
or  earth  shall  be  opened  hereafter  or  operated  without  the 
specific  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  -subject  to 
regulations  established  by  them. 

C.  Advertising  signs  relating  to  businesses  operated  in 
Kingston  shall  not  exceed  24  square  feet  in  area  and  shall  be 
limited  to  one  sign  per  two  miles  of  road  for  any  one  business. 
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No  signs  will  be  permitted  for  any  out-of-town  businesses. 
All  signs  on  Town  roads  shall  be  at  least  50  feet  from  the 
center  of  roads. 

D.  Industrial  developments  must  have  the  prior  approval 
of  the  Town,  after  being  recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

E.  This  Ordinance  is  not  intended  to  make  any  change 
in  any  lawful  existing  land  uses  or  prevent  the  continuance 
of  such  uses. 

ARTICLE  4  -  HISTORIC  DISTRICT 

A.  The  Historic  District  shall  include  the  area  shown 
on  the  Zoning  Map  extending  from  Route  125  southerly 
along  Main  Street  to  the  end  of  the  Plains,  on  both  sides  of 
the  Plains,  also  adjacent  portions  of  Chase  Street,  Church 
S  treet,  Depot  Road,  Rockrimmon  Road,  Bartlett  Street  and 
Scotland  Road.  On  Church  Street  the  area  shall  include  the 
Masonic  property  and  both  churches. 

B.  The  Historic  District  shall  be  established  in  conformi- 
ty with  Chapter  31,  Section  89a  to  89j  inclusive,  N.H.  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated,  1955,  and  all  subsequent  amend- 
ments thereto.  As  provided  therein,  the  Selectmen  shall  ap- 
point an  Historic  District  Commission  with  the  powers  and

ARTICLE  5  -  SINGLE  FAMILY  RESIDENTIAL  DISTRICT 

A.  The  Single  Family  Residential  District  shall  include 
the  area  shown  as  such  on  the  Zoning  Map,  extending  along 
Rockrimmon  Road  from  the  Plains  to  Ball  Road,  southward 
along  Ball  Road  to  Route  111,  eastward  along  Route  1 1 1  to 
Main  Street  and  Northward  along  Main  Street  to  the  Rock- 
rimmon Road.  Both  sides  of  the  above  streets  are  included. 

B.  In  a  Single  Family  Residential  District,  the  use  of 
land  is  limited  to  single  family  dwellings  and  incidental  uses 
such  as  private  garages,  boat  houses,  tool  sheds,  gardens  and 
the  like. 

ARTICLE  6  -  RURAL  RESIDENTIAL  DISTRICT 

A.  The  Rural  Residential  District  shall  include  the  whole 
Town  with  the  exception  of  the  Historic  District  and  the 
Single  Family  Residential  District. 

B.  The  use  of  land  in  the  Rural  Residential  District  is 
limited  only  by  conformance  with  the  General  Provisions. 
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ARTICLE  7  -  ENFORCEMENT 
A.  Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this  Ordin- 
ance is  being  violated,  the  Selectnnen  shall,  on  their  own 
initiative,  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior 
Court  or  by  any  other  appropriate  legal  action. 

ARTICLE  8  -  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 
A.  A  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  as  provided  by  law  and  with  the  powers  and  duties 
stated  therein. 

ARTICLE  9  -  AMENDMENTS 
A.  This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the  Town 
as  provided  by  the  State  law  under  which  it  was  adopted. 
ARTICLE  10 -PENALTY 
A.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordin- 
ance shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars, 
upon  conviction,  for  each  day  of  such  violation. 
ARTICLE  11  -SEPARABILITY 
A.  The   invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  not  be  held  to  invalidate  any  other  section 
or  provision. 

ARTICLE  12  -  CONFLICT 
A.    When    the   regulations   made   under   the   authority 
hereof  differ  from  those  prescribed  by  statute,  ordinance  or 
other   regulation,  the  provision  which   imposes  the  greater 
restriction  or  the  higher  standard  shall  govern. 
ARTICLE    13  -   EFFECTIVE   DATE 
A.  This  Ordinance  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  of 
its  adoption.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS  AND  CEMETERIES 

For  the  Year  1972  -  Kingston,  N.H. 

This  year  has  witnessed  quite  a  change  in  our  handling 
of  the  Trust  Funds.  Right  after  July  1st  we  transferred  all  of 
the  cemetery  funds  from  "The  Manchester  Bank"  to  the 
"Exeter  Co-operative  Bank."  All  of  the  "Principal"  of  the 
funds  were  deposited  into  two  year  6%  certificates  of  depos- 
it and  ail  of  the  "Accumulated  Interest"  of  all  of  the  funds 
was  deposited  in  regular  savings  accounts.  Now  each  cemetery 
has  two  separate  accounts  which  contain  all  of  the  funds 
that  apply  to  plots  in  that  particular  cemetery. 

We  have  put  $7,500.00  of  what  we  call  our  "General 
Savings  Account"  into  6%  "Certificates  of  Deposit"  and  the 
balance  stays  in  a  regular  savings  account.  These  two  accounts 
contain  all  of  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  cemetery 
plots  going  back  fifteen  years  or  more.  The  interest  is  used 
for  general  maintenance  work. 

In  addition  to  the  cemetery  funds  there  are  seven  what 
we  call  special  funds;  these  are  funds  that  were  left  for  use 
other  than  "care  of  cemetery  plots"  and  are  grouped  into 
one"6?^  certificate  of  deposit." 

The  Walter  S.  Bartlett  Fund  for  care  of  the  Mill  Stream 
Cemetery  Is  handled  by  the  Indian  Head  Bank  of  Nashua 
on  a  yearly  basis. 

We  have  sold  five  lots  this  year  in  Greenwood  Cemetery 
and  two  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery. 

We  have  added  perpetual  care  to  two  lots  in  Kingston 
Plains  Cemetery,  two  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  and  one  in 
Greenwood  Cemetery. 

We  regret  that  the  cemeteries  do  not  look  as  nice  as 
we  would  like  them  to  be,  due  to  an  unusual  amount  of 
rain,  so  to  be  sure  we  are  asking  for  an  additional  $300.00 
in  our  budget  for  1973.  We  ended  the  season  mowing  only 
perpetual  care  plots. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  If  we  did  not  speak 
of  the  great  loss  to  the  Trustees  as  well  as  to  the  town  m  the 
death  of  Frank  W.  Foster.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Trustees 
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in  1929  and  in  1931  was  elected  for  three  years.  In  1947 
he  was  again  elected  and  re-elected  every  three  years  up  to 
his  death  April  4th,  1972. 

Frank  W.  Foster  was  a  very  conscientious  worker  and 
took  great  pride  in  trying  to  keep  the  cemeteries  looking  well 
at  all  times. 

His  position  has  been  filled  by  Mr.  Leonard  F.  Sanborn.

KINGSTON   PLANNING   BOARD 
ANNUAL  REPORT   1972 

This  report  covers  the  work  of  the  Planning  Board  as  it 
was  constituted  prior  to  Town  Meeting  and  the  Board  as 
reorganized  after  Town  Meeting. 

In  February  there  was  a  hearinq  on  thp  proposed  Zon- 
ing Ordinance  which  was  passed   by  ballot  vote  on  March 
7,  1972. 

Regional  Planning  Membership  was  approved  at  Town 
Meeting,  March  8,  1972. 

Mr.  Leonard  Sanborn  left  the  Board  on  completion  of 
his  term,  having  served  as  Chairman  for  one  year.  The  Board 
reorganized  as  following  in  March  1972: 

Mrs.  Doris  Smith  1973 

Herbert  Federhen  1974 

Norman  Bailey  1975 

Alice  Meehan  1976 

Frank  Murphy  1976  Chairman 

Linda  S.  Roberts  1977  Secretary 

Michael  Priore  1973  -  Selectman  ex-officio 
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Town  Street  and  Zoning  Maps  were  received  in  April. 

Ordinances  were  printed  in  booklet  fornn  in  May. 

Building  Code  Books  were  received  in  August. 

Linda  Nadeau  and  Linda  Roberts  served  as  representa- 
tives of  Kingston  on  the  Regional  Planning  Board. 

In  March,  top  priority  was  listed  as  study  of  Water  and 
a  Building  Code.  Many  discussions  were  held  on  both  subjects. 
It  was  decided  that  the  study  of  Zoning  Ordinances  and 
understanding  of  regulations  and  procedures  was  more  pres- 
sing in  August. 

Mr.  Frank  Murphy  resigned  in  August  and  was  replaced 

by  Mr  Bill  Gates.  Mrs.  Doris  Smith  was  nominated  as  Chair- 
lady.  Mr.  Norman  Bailey  resigned  in  October  and  was 
replaced  by  Mr.  Steven  Briggs.  Mr.  Herbert  Federhen  re- 
signed in  December  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Bruce  Sloan. 

Thirty  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  usually  on 
the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  the  month. 

A  hearing  was  held  on  Multi-Dwellings  on  Nov.  14,  1972 
and  was  well  received  by  residents.  A  second  hearing  was  set 
for  January  of  1973.  Amendments  proposed  at  these  hear- 
ings to  be  voted  on  by  ballot  in  March  of  1973. 

A  hearing  on  Subdivision  fees  was  held  on  Dec.  5,  1972. 
Fees  of  $10  per  lot  and  special  expenses  were  established  as 
regulations. 

Various  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  with  Re- 
gional Consultant  Harry  Weinroth.  County  Planner  Phil 
McDonough  and  Representatives  from  the  Public  Service 
Commission. 

During  the  year  nine  subdivisions  were  approved.

RECREATION  COMMISSION   REPORT 

In  1972,  the  Commission  expanded  to  include  two  high 
school  students,  David  Clements  and  Debbie  Smith.  Robert 
Champagne  moved  from  Kingston  and  was  replaced  by  Kathy 
Warren.  When  she  also  moved  away,  Tina  Meyer  was  appoin- 
ted to  the  Commission.

We  started  out  with  a  balance  of  $162.54  and  the  town 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $1,600.  to  be  used  for  a  summer 
program  and  other  events  throughout  the  year.  Of  the 
$1,600.,  $1,000  was  used  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  staff  for 
the  town's  first  six  week  summer  playground  program.  The 
eight  week  Red  Cross  swim  program  was  self  supporting 
with  the  registration  fees  that  were  paid  and  a  donation 
from  the  Red  Cross. 

A  grant  of  $100  from  the  N.H.  Charitable  Trust  was 
applied  toward  the  craft  program  that  was  part  of  the  sum- 
mer program,  and  two  one  act  plays  which  were  performed 
in  August  at  the  Town  Hall.  Art  lessons  were  also  sponsored 
during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 

Some  of  the  balance  of  $600  was  used  to  support 
Sportsman's  Day  and  the  Halloween  party  which  was  a 
cooperative  venture  with  the  V.F.W.,  Veterans  Club,  Police 
Dept.,  and  Bakie  School  room  mothers.  Approximately  600 
children  attended. 

The  Exercise  Program  and  tennis  lessons  presently  spon- 
sored by  the  Commission  are  self  supporting. 

Square  Dance  lessons  were  offered  free  to  all  ages  for 
a  few  weeks.  The  response  was  not  enough  to  continue. 

Part  of  the  remaining  balance  of  $627.10  will  be  used 
as  needed  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  an  ice 
skating  area  and  for  the  continuation  of  a  Senior  Citizen 
program.  The  Commission  will  sponsor  a  play  in  the  spring, 
directed  by  a  Drama  student  from  UNH  if  there  is  sufficient 
interest. 

The  Recreation  Commission  desires  to  promote  as 
many  recreational  acitivites  as  possible  for  the  people  of 
Kingston.  It  is  open  to  suggestions  and  help  from  everyone.

Miss  Elaine  Cheney,  Co-Chairman;  Mr.  J.  Edward  Stevens, 
Curator;  Mr.  Edward  Cowles,  Treasurer;  and  Mrs.  Rodney 
Wilson,  Secretary. 

Last  year  the  Town  voted  $750.00  for  heat  and  electri- 
city for  the  Museum.  Electricity  was  installed,  but  as  no 
heating  system  was  installed,  $500.00  was  turned  back  to 
the  Town. 

During  the  Carnival  last  summer,  the  Museum  Committee 
was  allotted  space  for  one  day  in  order  to  hold  a  "Flea  Mar- 
ket". This  proved  to  be  a  success  financially. 

A  total  of  102  visitors  registered  at  the  Museum  from 
May  to  October  15th.  This  seems  a  very  small  number  con- 
sidering the  time  and  effort  spent  by  a  few  to  make  this  a 
place  of  local  Historical  interest. 

Other  visitors  not  registered  are  school  age  children 
from  the  Holiday  Kindergarten,  Little  River  Kindergarten 
and  a  "Local  History"  class  from  Sanborn  Regional  High 
School  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Elmer  Larson,  Mrs.  David 
Gould  and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Knapp,  respectively. 

The  committee  is  anxious  to  hear  from  people  who 
are  willing  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  operation  of  the  Mu- 
seum. We  would  also  be  glad  to  see  the  membership  in  the 
Kingston  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  greatly  in- 
creased. 

Burglar  and  Fire  Alarm  systems  have  been  installed  for 
the  protection  of  exhibits.  The  building  was  open  from  2— 
4:30  every  Sunday  from  May  to  October  15th  and  will 
reopen   in  May  or  early  June  of  this  year. 

We  wish  the  "grown-ups"  would  show  as  much  interest 
in  the  Museum  as  was  shown  by  the  school  children.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  seeing  more  of  you  this  spring  and  sum- 
mer.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE 
ASSOCIATION 

As  of  Oct.  31,  1972,  a  total  of  343  visits  have  been 
made  to  69  individuals.  Of  these  visits,  234  were  charge 
visits  and  109  were  no-charge  visits. 
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The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Assoc,  provides  skilled 
nursing  and  physical  thereapy  services  under  the  direction 
of  the  patient's  physician.  This  may  include  home  visits  to 
administer  injections,  change  surgical  dressings,  supervise 
medications  and  diet,  record  vital  signs,  draw  blood,  irrigate 
catheters,  administer  enemas,  assist  or  teach  the  patient's 
family  in  regard  to  personal  care,  skin  care,  and  cast  care. 
Many  visits  are  made  to  newborns  and  mothers  for  health 
and  diet  teaching  and  care  of  mother  and  infant.  Patient's 
physically  able  to  leave  the  home  may  receive  injections  at 
the  VNA  office.  The  physical  therapist  is  available  to  patients 
in  establishing  a  home  exercise  program,  teaching  family 
exercise  pattern  and  daily  routine  and  evaluating  need  for 
and  equipment  necessary  to  rehabilitate  a  patient  to  his  full- 
est potential  as  a  contributing  member  of  society. 

Through  our  Well  Child  Clinic,  many  children  are  re- 
ceiving immunizations  and  physical  examinations,  vision  and 
hearing  screening,  dental  hygiene  instruction,  and  diet  teach- 
ing, who  previously  may  not  have,  because  of  financial  prob- 
lems or  lack  of  follow-up  in  updating  health  care  necessities. 

Visits  are  also  made  to  crippled  children,  tuberculosis 
patients,  mental   health  and  Veterans  Administration  refer- 
rals.  Assistance   is  also  given  to  patients  in  understanding 
Medicare,  Medicaid,  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield,  and  eligibility 
for  these  benefits. 

Through  the  VNA  hospital  based  Home  Health  Coordi- 
nator, patients  are  now  receiving  continuity  of  care  after 
hospital  discharge  to  the  home.  All  services  are  provided  to 
everyone  in  the- community  —  the  young,  old,  aged,  pregnant 
mothers,  and  all  economic  groups  for  the  purpose  of  promot- 
ing, maintaining  or  restoring  health,  or  minimizing  the  effects 
of  illness  and  disability.  Better  health  care  knowledge  pre- 
vents accidents,  illness  and  disease,  and  saves  many  health 
dollars. 

There  are  many  ways  to  get  home  health  care:  (1)  The 
patient's  physician  may  contact  the  VNA  office,  (2)  The 
patient  can  contact  the  VNA  office  directly,  (3)  A  spouse, 
relative,  friend  may  contact  the  VNA  office,  or  (4)  Another 
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agency  or  referral  source  may  refer  a  patient  for  home  health 
care.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  KINGSTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  1972  the  Kingston  Conservation  Commission  met 
with  various  county,  state  and  federal  agencies  to  acquire  the 
proper  information  to  establish  the  Kingston  Conservation 
Commission  under  the  state's  requirements. 

Under  state  regulations,  the  town  is  required  to  prepare 
and  keep  an  index  of  all  open  areas,  including  lands  owned 
by  the  state  and  the  town  including  open  marshlands,  swamps 
and  all  other  wet  lands  in  a  like  manner  along  with  all  open 
areas  within  the  town  with  the  plan  of  obtaining  information 
pertinent  to  proper  utilization  of  such  areas. 

With  the  state's  requirement  at  hand,  the  Conservation 
Commission  is  compiling  ail  the  information  needed  for  the 
index  along  with  maps  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  it.  The 
index  is  being  compiled  in  card  form  showing  soil  analysis, 
water  bodies,  streams,  wet-lands,  streets  (former  and  present 
names)  and  town  and  state  owned  land.  Information  on  the 
index  will  be  available  for  use  by  other  town  departments 
or  persons  wishing  to  select  building  sites.  Several  surround- 
ing towns  have  shown  interest  in  our  project. 

William  Tucker,  former  member  and  secretary,  deserves 
a  lot  of  credit  for  his  effort  In  the  success  of  the  system.  He 
resigned  in  December  because  of  employment  out  of  state. 
Good  luck,  Bill. 

The  Commission  applied  for  and  has  received  a  Ford 
Foundation  Grant  in  the  sum  of  $750  over  a  one  year  period 
for  the  preparation  of  a  natural  resources  inventory  of  all  the 
town-owned  lands. 

The  Commission   extends  Its  thanks  to  the  Kingston 
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Recycling  Committee  for  its  hard  and  diligent  work  through- 
out the  year.  It  realizes  that  such  efforts  are  not  the  real 
answer  to  the  recycling  problem  and  recommends  that  the 
town  look  into  a  complete  and  efficient  recycling  plant  to 
meet  the  town's  needs  in  the  near  future.  The  land  fill  system 
is  rapidly  using  up  the  available  land  with  the  increase  in 
area  population  using  Kingston's  facilities.  It  recognizes  the 
problem  of  waste  disposal  as  one  that  cannot  be  ignored 
much  longer  and  that  the  recycling  of  paper,  glass,  metal  and 
other  materials  would  contribute  greatly  in  solving  the 
problem. 

The  Commission  also  recognizes  that  much  of  the 
information  it  is  now  gathering  can  also  be  used  in  the 
compiling  of  a  town  tax  map  which  is  required  by  law  to  be 
completed  by  1980. 

The  Commission  is  working  on  a  survey  form  to  be 
distributed  soon  which  we  hope  all  residents  will  complete 
and  return  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  better  serve  the  needs 
of  the  townspeople. 

Membership  in  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Con- 
servation Commissions  was  renewed  in  1972.  Being  a  member, 
the  town  receives  valuable  information  useful  for  the  town's 
commission.
